Doylestown, March 27. 
The County Commissioners 
office 
was tbe political storm centre on Sat- 
urday, and from early in tbe mom- 
Ing until late at night was carefully 
watched by not only members of tbe 
numerous political parties but also by 
those wbo represent 
tbe 
different 
shades of opinion In the two leading 
parties. 
One of the peculiar features was the 
contest, in both the Republican and 
Democratic parties, for County Com- 
missioner, something that ban not 
been known for many, many years 
and Is an evidence that both of the 
great parties are now endeavoring to 
bring about "Reform within tbe Par- 
ty," a measure long sought for and 
by no one more ardently advocated 
than by the bosses themselves, only 
they have always wanted to do all tbe 
reforming. 
Quite a 
surprise wap 
sprung on Boas 
Grnndy and bis 


cohorts when early in the day candi- 
dates, wbo were evidently not in the 
Gruudy Camp, began filing petitions 
to go on tbe ballot as prospective del- 
egates to tbe Republican State Con- 
vention with the Roosevelt banner 
floating and an expreeed desire that 
they be tagged by having "favors 
Theodore Roosevelt" 
placed 
after 
their names. 'Ibis desire gave rise to 
a very considerable amount of discus- 
sion and "favors Theodore Roosevelt" 
may not appear on the printed ballot. 
Two mandamus cases, Involving this 
mooted point, will probably be decid- 
ed next week and tbe County Com- 
missioners will probably be guided by 
tbe decision in these cases unless, as 
may happen, the two Judges disagree. 
If this should happen it is bard to tell 
just what they will do. In any event 
they will not put "favors Theodore 
Roosevelt" on tbe ballot if they can 
help it.

When Eugene Walter writes a play 


the Cools necessary to the process are 
one large room, one outfit of furniture 
and one exceptionally rapid stenogra- 
pher. Mr. Walter and tbe stenographer 
enter the room. The door to locked, and 
work Is begun by placing the furniture 
as It is to be placed on the stage—In 
other words, by setting the scene. Then 
tbe young dramatist begins to act He 
is all the characters In bis play. He 
rashes about the apartments, quarrel- 
ing with himself, making love to him- 
self, now standing here as one person 
and then racing to the opposite end of 
the apartment to be another. All the 
time be is speaking the words that 
come into his mind as natural under 
the circumstances, and tbe stenogra- 
pher is taking them down at top speed. 
At tbe end of an hour or two an act Is 
finished, an invisible curtain Is rung 
down, and If the amanuensis hasn't 
fainted, as two did In one day of labor 
on one play, the stage Is set for the 
next act—Charming Pollock In The 
Footlights-Fore and Aft" 


Plants Which Live In loe. 


Plants do not freeze to death In the 


early winter, but perish from thirst 
Tbe process is simple. The cold causes 
the withdrawal of the water from the 
cells of the plants, forming Ice crys- 
tals outside the ceils. The frost, cool- 
Ing and contracting the surface, acts 
as a sort of pump, and as soon as the 
cell Is emptied ot Its life giving fluid 
the plant dies. The truth of this theo- 
ry has been proved by numerous care- 
ful experiments. Great varlatWh was 
found in tbe amount of cold necessary 
to cause the death of vegetation. Some 
plants dry out quickly and are killed 
before the freezing point I* reached. 
Many plants will survive tero weather, 
and some die only at 20 degrees below. 
Certain vegetable growths never frees* 
There are forms of bacteria that even 
when immersed In liquid air. the most 
Intense cold available, come out of 
their bitter bath as lively as ever.- 
London Telegraph. 


The Left Over Sandwiches. 


Sometimes after a party there are 


sandwiches left over. Here Is an excel- 
lent way of using them up: Make a 
batter exactly like you use for pan- 
cakes and add to It either sugar or 
salt, according to whether the sand- 
wiches are sweet or savory. 
Then 


each sandwich Is dipped in tbe batter 
and fried till a golden brown In fat 
from which a faint bluish amok* Is ris- 
ing. No matter how dry they are they 
are delicious done In this way. Crusts 
that have been cut off from sandwiches 
dry in the oven, put through a mincing 
machine and use as coating for fish, 
rissoles, etc.—Baltimore American.

ed gum of fossil trees. Lumps of it 
found In tbe natural state almost al- 
ways contain foreign substances. In- 
eocts, berries, leaves, bits of bark and 
even cobwebs with drops of dew upon 
them are among the curious captives 
taught In amber and preserved there 
for all time. One of the finest pieces 
bf amber ever found contains a scor- 
pion, which must have fallen into the 
etlcky mats in a dead condition, for 
the creature made no struggle. Often 
In tbe pieces containing insects It is 
easy to we by the disturbance of tbe 
substance that the Insects must bave 
fought bard for their lives, as the lines 
of light are broken and made pris- 
matic tor a short distance all around 
them. Bat this scorpion met bis death 
before he was embalmed in the sub- 
stance, for the amber Is as clear as 
wine. In polishing the piece, however, 
a part of the scorpion's head suffered, 
and this reveals the fact that all that 
remains of him has become Ume. He 
was of the small yellow variety and 
not particularly formidable—New fork 
iPresa.
